GAS BOARD AS FAILURE 


Startles Republican Senators: 
with Bill to Abolish It. | 


NO REFORM PLAN IN REPORT) 


Similar View of Commission Taken at 
Woodruff Conference—Assembly 
Extends 80-Cent Gas Bill.

ALBANY, Feb. 12.—Without consulta- 
tion with Gov. Higgins or of the 
Republican leaders of the Senate, Senator 


Stevens, Chairman of the Stevens Gas 
Investigating Committee of last year, to- 
night introduced a bill to repeal the law 
creating the State Commission of Gas and 
Hlectricity. The introduction of the bill} 
was a shock to the Senate. The State} 
Gas Commission was created less than} 
& year ago as the result of an in- 
vestigation made by the Stevens commit- 
tee into the conditions surrounding the! 
production and sale of gas in New York} 
City. 

When the Eighty-Cent Gas bill was de- 
feated in the Senate by one vote at the} 
Jast session it was said by Senator Stev- 
ens, and reiterated by Gov. Higgins, that 
the defeat of the bill in the Senate would 
work no injury to the people of 
York City, for the reason that the State 
Gas Commission had full power to regu- 
late the price of gas and electricity, and | 
certainly would fix a price for the sale 
of gas in New York, which would accord } 
with the findings of the Stevens commit- 
tee as to what was to be a reasonable 
rate. 

Gov. Higgins appointed as members of 
the State Gas Commission Frederick E. 
Gunnison of Brooklyn; John C, Davies | 
of Camden, and Lucien L. Shaddeh of 
Plattsburg. The salaries of the Commis- | 
sion were fixed at $8,000 a year. 

One of the Commission’s first acts was 
to allow a consolidation of gas interests 
in Auburn which resulted in raising the

*It was intended to be a real commis- | 
sion and received ample power to do} 
something, to adjust differences, to right | 
wrongs, and generally to ameliorate a} 
ecndition of the suffering public through- | 
out the State, In theory it was intended 
to protect the public from 
charged, and to permit corporations 
make a just anq honest charge for the 
gas and electricity furnished to its con- 
sumers; to take into consideration the | 
cost of production largely dependent upon 
the location of the operating plant, the} 
volume of the gas and electricity con- | 
sumed and the cost of the material 
all expenses entering into the product’ 
thereof.

TO SEND ANOTHER REGIMENT 


Transports to be Ready at Manila— 
United States May Have to As- 
sume the Burden.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The War De- 


partment is making preparations to send 
another regiment of infantry to the 
Philippines in anticipation of an outbreak 
in China which will necessitate our armed 


intervention. There is no effort at either 
the War or State Department to conceal 
the fact that the Administration regards 
the situation in China with grave anxiety 
| and is deeply apprehensive of having to 
|make a campaign there in the coming 
Summer. 
| Secretary Root has urged upon Secre- 
| tary Taft the adoption of proper military

|may arise. While not regarding an anti- 
| foreign uprising in China as exactly im- 
minent, Mr. Root is convinced that it is

HEPBURN BILL’S FOES WIN. 


Senate Committee Majority Will Favor 
Giving Court Review of Rates. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The enemies 
of the Hepburn bill will win their fight 
on Friday when the vote is taken in the 
Senate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce on the final report. The first sign 
of this result came to-day in a refusal to 
consent to a pair in the case of Senator 
Cullom. who is in the South on account 
of ill-health, and of Senator Carmack, 
who is in Tennessee looking after his po- 
litical assets. 

It therefore seems a foregone conclu- 
sion that the Administration measure will 
get before the Senate only as a minority 
measure. McLaurin and Foster, Demo- 
crats, are regarded as likely to stand with 
Aldrich and the majority. This leaves 
Tillman and Newlands voting with Clapp 
and Dolliver, Republicans, for the bill, It 
is barely possible that Carmack will re- 
turn to vote, but this cannot change the 
result. ‘ 

There is now little doubt that the ma- 
jority of the committee, under lead of 
Elkins and Aldrich, will report a bill 
with an amendment providing for imme- 
diate appeal from the decision of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission and 
the suspension of the new rate until the 
courts shal] have passed on the legality 
and reasonableness of the rate. 


HURT IN ¢ CUBAN AUTO RACE. 


Cedrino Badly InjJured—Lancia’s Me- 
chanic Thrown. 


HAVANA, Feb. 12.—Victor Demogeot, 
the French automobilist, driving an 80- 
horse power Darracq, similar to the one 
that won the Vanderbilt Cup race, won 
the big road race here to-day, covering 
the 218 miles at an average of 59.77 miles 
per hour in 8:38:183-5. The competition 
was marred by two bad accidents. Lancia 
the favorite, going at a seventy-mile clip, 
around a curve near Artemisa, swerved 
his 110-horse power Fiat so suddenly that 
his mechanician, Ajassa Battesta, was 
thrown out and sustained a fractured 
arm. Lancia stopped and carried Bat- 
testa to the nearest physician. 

Cedrino overturned his 110-horse power 
Fiat while taking the curve near Cande- 
laria at high speed. The car turned a 
complete somersault and Cedrino, though 
fortunately thrown free from the ma- 
chine, was seriously injured internally. He 
was removed to Havana this evening. Ce- 
drino’s mechanician was also badly hurt. 
These accidents marred the splendor of 
the race. 

The fourth competitor was M. J, Bernin, 
who drove the ninety horse-power car 
owned by W. Gould Brokaw of New York.

TO NULLIFY OHIO RATE LAW. 


Railroad Men Considering Extra 
Charges to Meet Lower Fares.

CLEVELAND, Feb. 12.—Rallroad men 
are considering plans to keep up incomes, 
despite the fact that the two-cent-a-mile 
fare law goes into effect.

After 
seeing that the passengers in the de- 
railed car were safely transferred to the 
“island "’ platform at Ninety-sixth Street, 
the Interborough officials brought up a 
wrecking train, boosted the wrecked car 
back to the rails, and towed it to the re- 
pair yards. 

The blocking of the road caused much 
confusion at the various downtown sta- 
tions, where hundreds of men and wo- 
men elbowed each other in an effort to 
get down the stairways to the crowded 
platforms. Those in the stalled trains 
did not know what had happened, but 
the majority seemed to think that holiday 
crowds trom out of town had choked the 
Subway. Said General Manager Hedley: 

“The local motorman who ran his train 
past the red signal light is one of our 
most-experienced employes, and just why 
hé did it we have not yet been able to 
learn. The motor car was derailed, but 
the safety appliances with which the 
road is equipped worked admirably and 
prevented a serious accident.’’ 

The Lenox Avenue express, which was 
due to take the crossover when the 
switchman threw the local from the rails, 
was brought to a standstill by its at 
torman, who held the train at the sta- | 
tion until the wrecked car was jacked 
back on the track.

Ordéred to New York to Help Mitchell 
—Support for Dolan. 
Special to The New York ‘Times. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 12.—In response to a 
telegram demanding their immediate pres- 
ence in New York William Little, Interna- 
tional Executive Board member from the 
miners of this district, and Edward Mc- 
Kay, National Organizer, started for New 
| York this evening to meet President 
Mitchell. As they are both enemies of 
President Patrick Dolan’ their going is 
looked upon as significant. A conference 
| With President Mitchell will be held upon 
their arrival to-morrow morning, and the 


situation in the Pittsburg, district will be 
thoroughly gone over. Some interesting 
developments are looked for upon their 
return. 

President Dolan was the recipient to- 
day of letters and telegrams from all 
quarters complimenting him upon the 
stand he has taken and upon the state- 
ment he issued yesterday. The most high- 
ly prized one came by wire from President 
Samuel*Burns, head of the Window Glass 
Workers’ Association, who is in Washing- 
ton on business. He wired: 

“Congratulations on your explanation 
and for your fearless, honest, and broad- 
minded stand.” 

In an interview wired from Washington 
to a local paper, President Burns is 
quoted as saying: ‘‘No matter what the 
Pittsburg district or the National laws 
are and regardless of what Mitchell be- 
lieves about the present trouble, if it 
continues he will be more to blame than 
all others. When the dispute was re- 





insisted on the present fight being 
dropped until the scales were signed. The 
position taken by President Dolan is 
unassailable, and in the end the mine 
workers will discover that he was really 
their best friend.” 

President Burns is looked upon as one 
of the most conservative labor leaders, 
and his congratulations and the state- 
|ments in his interview are particularly 
pleasing to President Dolan at this time 
when he is fighting the whole organ- 
jization almost single-handed. Dolan said 


to-night: 

“John Mitchell may say what he 
pleases, but his hands are tied and he 
is in New York on a useless errand.

That “Lung Block” Problem. 


It was evident yesterday that New 
York has not got used. to considering 
| Lincoln's Birthday the legal holiday that 
it is. There was a mingled’ observance 
and non-observance. Wholesalers were 
}at home taking a rest, retailers were 
never busier.

THE SUNDAY LAWS. 

In a way, it is a matter for gen- 
eral congratulation that the’ “test 
ee " respecting Sunday entertain- 
ments should be made upon a perform- 
ance of Verpi’s “Requiem” at the 
Metropolitan Opera House. The pros- 
ecution of this “offense” brings into 
the most violent relief the absurdity of 
the Sunday laws of the State of New 
York. 

Probably the great majority of New 
Yorkers are agreed that, as to public 
amusements, some line should be drawn 
between Sunday and other days. A 
far greater, and doubtless an over- 
whelming, majority of New Yorkers are 
doubtless agreed upon the propriety 
and even necessity of preserving the 
“rest day,” one in seven. The Penal 
Code of the State of New York lays 
down the right principle in undertaking 
to prohibit on Sunday actg which are 
“serious interruptions of the repose 
and relizious liberty of the commu- 
nity.” But some of the details of pro- 
hibition are in serious or comic conflict 
with this principle. ‘‘ Fishing,’’ for in- 
stance, is expressly prohibited, al- 
though the proposition that a lone fish- 
| erman, that innocent and quiet man, is 
| Seriously interrupting the repose and 
religious liberty of the community 
would not be seriously maintained by 
any adult male within the boundaries 
of this Commonwealth. 

The proposition that Vmropr’s “ Re- 
quiem ”’ is calculated to undermine the 
morals of the community is particular- 
ly startling. Perhaps the fact that that 
happened toconstitute the programme 


at the Metropolitan Opera House on 
this last Sunday was eccidental. All 
the same, the prosecution of the 


ordinary and miscellaneous music giv- 
en at a Sunday night concert at that 
resort would be justified only by the 
narrowest and most technical construc- 
tion of the statute. Nobody can have 
helped observing that the more closely 
| what we may call the programmes of 
the church services on Sunday even- 
ings approach the conditions of the 
prohibited ‘‘ stage entertainment,” the 
more attractive and successful they 
are. 

It is plain that the Penal Code, in its 
relation to Sunday amusements, should 
be reformed by an intelligent codifier, 
bearing in mind in his specifications 
the excellent general prohibition of 
“serious interruptions of the repose 
and re‘'igious liberty of the commu- 
nity.”

ment of her trial. To this trinity of con- 
flicting characters is added a fourth in 
the person of a Bishop, representing in 
some measure worldly experience and tol- 
erance. 

It has been argued by some French 
critics that in the characters of the 
Abbe and the Bishop M. Lavedan has sup- 
plied the anti-Catholic party with strong 
objections to the confessional, especially 
for women, in modern society. e fact 
of the matter is, however, that ‘‘ The 
Duel,”’ for all its cleverness (and therein 
perhaps lies its chief cleverness) leaves 
the matter exactly where it finds it, a 
fact which will be mord patent when its 
story has been briefly rehearsed. 

The first act passes in the study of Dr. 
Morey, who has a private sanitarium for 
| persons suffering from mental and nerv- 
; ous diseases. ne of his patients—who 
is never seen, by the way—is the Duke de 
Chailles, a hopeless morphinomaniac. The 
doctor loves his patient’s wife, whom he 
has had many opportunities of meeting 
during her visits to his office. She re- 
proves his declarations of passion, while 
obviously sharing the sentiment which 
inspires them, but in answer to a direct 
question® admits that she has no relig- 
| tous scruples, though bound to faithful- 
ness by an ordinary regard for chastity 
nd honor. 

The introduction of two other charac- 
ters is accomplished in this act, for the 
| doctor has another patient, Monseigneur 
; Bolene, a missionary Bishop, recovering 
; from exhaustion after severe experiences 

China. “The Abbé Daniel, a parish 
rriest, in one of the poorer quarters of 
2aris, comes to visit the Bishop; it de- 
velops that he is Doctor Morey’s brother. 
In a subsequent meeting between the two 
men the Abbé learns of his brother's in- 
tent with regard to the Duchess, though 
|for the time being he is unaware of her 
identity. 
| The argument which follows deals with 
j}the eternal question of faith versus 
science, but is cumulatively intense and 
sets the respective controversial figures 
in a clear light. The way is now left 
open for another meeting of the Duchess 
jand the Doctor, whose passionate ap- 
| peals finally wring from the woman, after 

a considerable struggle, the promise of a 
rendezvous. 

The second act shows the Duchess’s 
visit to the Abbé Daniel's study, and it 
appears that she has yrewtoss y sought

EUROPE’S MEAT IMPORTS. 


nited Kingdom Receives More Than 
All Foreign Countries Combined. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—George K. 
Holmes, Chief of the Division of Foreign 
Markets of the Bureau of Statistics, De-

imports in meat animals and packing- 
house products of thirteen European 
countries and Cuba for the last ten years, 
notes that the United Kingdom imports 
more than all the other countries of Eu- 
rope combined. 

The figures for 1904 in the United King- 
dom were $283,000,000, as against Ger- 
many’s $83,000,000 and France’s $20,000,000. 
Nearly all the live meat animals were sent 
over from Canada and the United States. 
The United States contributed 76 per cent. 
of the fresh beef. 

Fresh mutton is mostly supplied to the 
United Kingdom by New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, and Argentine. More than 400,- 
000,000 pounds were imported in 1903, 

The United States in 1902-4 supplied 97 
per cent. of the lard imported into Ger- 
many, 88 per cent. of the oleomargarine, 


; more than one-third of the sausage cas- 


ings, and less than one-sixth .of the 


meats. 

France is highly protected, and the im- 
ports of meat animals and packing house 
products has declined by more than one- 
half in the last ten years. No live ani- 


mals or fresh meats from the United 
States are admitted into France. 

The Netherlands is largely a forward- 

ing nation, and a good share of the pack- 
ing-house products imported are re-ex- 
ported to Germany and the United King- 
dom. Trade is restricted in Belgium, and 
the United States is the chief country 
from which these products are imported. 
Switzerland is a large importer in propor- 
tion to its population. The material goes 
to the hotels frequented by foreign tour- 
ists. 
Austria forms a market for Hungary, 
while Spain’s supply comes from its 
neighbors, Portugal, Morocco, and France. 
For the last three years the United States 
and Argentina have supplied 52 per cent. 
of the packing house products to Italy. 
Russia's meat supply comes chiefly from 
China, Afghanistan, and Persia. 

Cuba gets its cattle from Venezuela, the 
United States, Mexico, Colombia, and Hon- 
duras. ‘More than half of its packing 
house products are imported from the 
United States. 

The imports of live meat animals from 
the United States in 1904 into twelve im- 
portant countries amount to $37,000,000, 
per cent of the total imports of such 
animals into these countries. The value 
of the packing house products imported 
from the United States was $151,000,000, 
or 45 per cent of the total. Of these 
twelve countries, only the United King- 
dom, Belgium, and Cuba imported meat 
animals from the United States. 

Of itg total imports of packing-house 
products in 1904, Cuba received from the 
United States 67 per cent, Germany re- 
ceived 58 per cent, the Netherlands 57, 
Belgium 51, United Kingdom 42, Austria- 
Hungary 386, Italy 31, Norway 23, Switzer- 
land 17, Spain 12, and Russia 5 per cent, 
and Sweden none.

ON THE ELSBERG BILL 


It Will Mean Wholesale 
Traction Operation.

IT SEPARATES THE CONTRACTS 


Public Opinion, the Municipal Owner 
ship Men Believe, Will Compel 
Operation by the City. 


The municipal operation of traction 
lines on a scale never before attempted 
in this country is expected by the Hearst 
organizations to follow the passage of 
the Elsberg bill by the Legislature, On 
this theory the Hearst organizations and 
the Hearst agents are doing their best 
to have this bill approved by the Legis- 
lature. At Hearst headquarters, yester- 
day, confidence was expressed in the 
outcome. 

“We believe that we have found the 
Surest and best means of testing mu- 
nicipal operation,”’ said one of the Hearst 
leaders. “ Question has been raised as 
to where the money would come from 
to take over existing traction lines which 
are being superseded by the modern sub- 
way ideas. This question need oceupy no 
grave part of the public attention if we 
only confine ourselves to the determina- 
tion to compel the eity to operate all of 
its subway lines, and we are in a posi- 
tion to compel the city to operate all of 
the subways that may be built in the 
future.” 

The key which the Hearst men believe 
they have found to the situation is in the 
section of the Elsberg bill which, after 
compelling the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion in the future to separate all con- 
tracts for subway construction from 
contracts for subway operation, provides 
that the Rapid Transit Board may, in 
its discretion, operate future subways it- 
self on behalf of the city, and thus let 
out only the construction contracts. This 
section of the bill was drawn by ex- 
Senator John Ford, who is one of the

most pronounced advocates of the Hearst 
idea, and was the Hearst candidate for 
Controller last Fall. Mr. Ford also has 
appeared at Albany almost continually 
since the Legislature met, and is working 
for the passage of the Elsberg act. 

According to the plans of the Hearst 
men, as they were outlined yesterday, 
they are confident that they can start an 
agitation of sufficient strength, if the 

sberg bill is passed, to compel the 
Rapid Transit Commission to decline to 
let contracts for operation in the future. 
In addition, they intend to present objec- 
ticns and opposition to the commission 
of such a sort that the board will be un- 
willing to face the clamor that would 
follow if operation and construction con- 
tracts were let together. By this plan, 
they believe, they will find that the com- 
mission will be attiog construction con- 
tracts to contractors — and that the 
city then will be launche on a real plan 
¢ municipal operation as well as of mu- 
nicipal ownership.
